With the request of the citizens’ audi- 
torium committee that the city council 
allocate a site for a civic auditorium and 
that an enabling money plebiscite be sub- 
mitted next November, the auditorium 
project. falls back squarely into the lap of 
the city. 

If the city council does as good a job 
as the citizen's committee has done, there 
is no reason why a money bylaw should 
not pass this year and why work on the 
structure should not commence next 
spring.

But 
that was the worst war-damage 
reminder we saw in a long drive 
through London's East End 

I admit I was agreeably surpris- 
ed. I had steeled myself to see 
the old British Lion pretty badly 
scarred. As a matter of fact, the 
West End London hotels, and the 
West End as a whole, give you 
the impression of faded ry: 

The one we are in, which was 
quite swank in the now-ancient 
Vorld War One, is rather pathet- 
ically down at the hee! now 

But the poor people of London 
certainly look better off than they 
were in the old days when I used 
to go exploring the slums 
ne people in those parts seem 


to me to be as wel]l dressed as 
many of the people one meets in 
Canada 


The voung children in particu- 
lar seemed to me to be healthier 
looking, and better-fed looking 
than they were in the old days 

Please don’t get me wrong. I 
am not talking about Britain as a 
whole, or even London as a 
whole. But I am reporting that 
the East End of London seems to 
me to be far less depressed than 
it was in the proud era when Brit- 
ain still literally ruled the seas 
and when the world’s wealth was

We figured they must be the 
men on strike, otherwise there 
would be no such signs on-the 
ship's side 

The British customs officers 
really go over incoming ships 
with the proverbial fine tooth 
comb 

They literally unscrew the fit- 
tings and in spots “take the ship 
apart” to prevent smuggling such 
things as cigarettes. They spent 
several hours going over our ship. 

Apparently everybody aboard 
was reasonably within the law. 

But one of the Lascar seamen 
on the ship just ahead of us was 
nabbed, I overheard the police 
officers grilling him. Then, a 
little later, heard the screaming 
of the police car siren. 

The taxi driver told us that the 
Hindu would likely get a five- 
pound fine—the routine penalty. 

Of course, with cigarettes sell- 
ing here for the equivalent of 70 
cents per packet the temptation 
to smuggle a few is obvious, 

They tell me that some people 
have gone hack to the ancient 
snuff sniffing habit as a substi- 
tute for smoking.

Dear Tawasis 

Wouldn't it be funny to wake up 
in the middle of the night and ask 
for tea? Yet that is what Eskimo 
children may do and they get the 
tea even though it may take an 
hour to heat the water, 

Eskimo parents are very patient 
with their children for they rarely 
orrect them and never slap them. 
> But there are few kinds of mis- 
chief that Eskimo children can 
get into for there is practically 
fothing they can break or spill, 

The dark-eyed Eskimo children 
of the Eastern Arctic live in igloos 
through the winter months and in 
the summer live in “tupiks” 
tents made from skin or canvas 


WEAR WARM CLOTHES 


Children of the igloos play out 
of doors a great deal when they 
are warmly wrapped in caribou- 
skin clothing or in thick woolen 
yvarments bought at the trading 
post. All wear sealskin mukluks on 
their feet but sometimes their feet 
get very cold. When that happens 
they dash into the igloo to get 
warm before going outside 

Outside they play at seal-hunting 
or with their sleds and sometimes 
they are allowed to harness a dog 
and attach him to their little koma- 
tiks or sleds, Even a firl of ten 
vears can harness a

Inside the igloo they like to play 
guessing games in which they hide 
an object and all the 
searches for it.

These flaps are 
namented with braid, colored 
yarns, beads or even little bells. 

While quite small the girls learn 
to take care of the neighbors’ 
babies.
